Indicating what citizens of the 
period considered the most import- 
ant problems of the day are the first 
ordinances passed by Menlo Park’s 
city council following incorporation | 
of the city. 

And if the order in which the suc- ! 
cessive measures were passed is any | 
criteria, the business of providing | 
police protection was considered se- 
condary to more purely organiza- ; 
tional measures which were passed 
first. 

Too, some of the first ordinan- 
ces were repealed or amended im- 
mediately on the election of new 
city councilmen in April of 1928; 
nevertheless, taking “first things 
first,” one finds that the city’s 
first council considered regulation 
of building, business, traffic and 
the city council itself to be of the 
most importance.

Menlo Park parents were appar- | 
ently concerned with the problems | 
of youth, even before they became | 
concerned with the problems of gov- | 
ernment.
